Born January 3, 1814, under her 
grandfather's roof at Monticello, Va., 
she is the daughter of Jefferson’s favor- 
ite child and housekeeper, Martha, who 
married Thomas Mann Randolph, Jr., 
afterward Governor of Virginia, by 
whom she bore twelve children, all of 
whom are dead except the eleventh 
child and seventh daughter, the present 
Mrs. Meikleham, the only living repre- 
sentative of Jefferson of two removes 
since her sister, Virginia Jefferson Ran- 
dolph Trist, died in 1882. Mrs. Meikle- 
ham is infirm byreason of advanced age. 
Her son, a man of artistic temperament, 
now in middle life, ‘earns scarcely 
enough for self-support. Of her two 
daughters, both of whom are middle- 
aged, the younger, Miss Esther A. 
Meikleham, born while her parents 
were sojourning in Scotland, is em- 
ployed in the Patent Office as a clerk at 
a salary of $1,000 a year, while the other 
has charge of the housekeeping. Re- 
peated attempts by influential legis- 
lators to secure for Mrs. Meikleham a 
moderate pension have resulted only in 
failure.

A DIPLOMATIC DRAMA. 


| How Count Skouvaiof Laid s Trap for 
| an English Foreign Secretary. 

| Washington letter in the Baltimore 
| American: Speaking about the Russian 
treaty and the principles involved in 
| the treaty, I am ‘reminded of & good 
story which was recently told me bya 
native connected with the Russian 
legation. It illustrates the Trethurk- 
able detective qualities of the officers of 
the Russian army and navy, and shows 
how an important movement in war 
strategy was made by the use of detect- 
ive ability on a social occasion... 

In 1876, during the Russian-Turkish 
war, the sympathies of the English 
Government were on the part of the 
enemies of Russia.
